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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Applicant is noted that the Indicated allowability of claim 5 is withdrawn in view of 
reconsideration. A rejection follows. 

2. Claims 8-10 and 12-20 are allowed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mcintosh 
(U.S. 3.030,101). 

Mcintosh discloses an apparatus comprising: a leaf spring retaining bracket (30) 
having an upper section (32) with a curve shape, first and second downwardly 
extending walls (31) adjoining the upper section (32), each downwardly extending wall 
(31) terminating at a pair of intersecting edges (35), and an outwardly flared area (see 
illustration in attached figure 14 below) near the intersection of each pair of intersecting 
edges (35).
